Th e British gov ernment seems to h av e rejected th e 
plan American engineers su ggested for settling th e long- 
u nsolv ed Palestinon dispu te by th e dev elopment of irri­ 
gation and water power.

A bou t th a t time, perh aps a m onth ago, 
we h ad ou r first v isit from F rankie and Joh nny .

We nev er saw th em fling th eir su perior arm or a t a sm aller bird, 
and we don’t believ e th ey ev er condu cted a w ar of nerv es.
